Phil Frankfeld, state secretary of the Communist 
Party, analyzed the three weeks’ witch hunt by the com- 


mission and reiterated the determination of the Com- 


munist Party not to supply names under any circumstances. 
WARNS ON PROVOCATION 

Frankfeld warned that, as no evidence against the 
Communist Party has as yet been produced, a provocation 
may be attempted through stool-pigeons so as to furnish 
“grounds” for an anti-Communist case. : 

Vito Marcantonio, national chairman of the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense, brought the audience to its feet with 
wild cheers when he declared that he will telephone Sen- 
ator Robert La Follette and request that the investigators 
be in and see if the Massachusetts commission 
comes with clean hands. 

He ridiculed the vote-getting efforts under the banner 
of red-baiting and said such policy leads to political oblivion 
for politicians using it: He said some of the members of 
the investigating commission are “political mosquitoes” 
and are fascist-inspired. 

The mass meeting voted to send a telegram to the 
commission demanding that it stop red-baiting and rather 
investigate the Nazis and fascists.

The crisis was purely a “techni- 
cal” one, climaxing a five-year po- 
litical dispute over management of 
the Belgium National Bank. 

The opposition, led by the Rexist

van Zeeland accepted legal pay- 
ments from the bank, of which he 
was vice-governor for many years. 
* The premier asserted that, with 
himself out of office, the investiga- 
tion of the charges would be facili- 
tated.

FE I can put my hand on my heart and swear 
that I always try to be fair. I want to believe the 
best of even the worst enemy, because he, too, is human, 
and maybe someday he will come to see things our way. 
Recently, I have been putting myself through a series 
of Yogi exercises in fairness. Every Sunday I read 
through the big newspapers that spoil our peaceful Sab- 
bath with so much bad news and reading-labor.

Buy No Silk!

1 been so far defęated at Shanghai, because 
the common soldiers of Japan have n@ heart in the 
bleodthirsty war business against China. 

But, though the Japanese worker and peasant cer- 
tainly secretly oppose the war, the crooked labor leaders 
that have betrayed them for decades, to appalling ex- 
ploitation at home, are whooping it up for war. 

Bunji Suzuki, an old skinflint whose boast is that he 
is “the Gompers of Japan” but who is far to the right 


of even Gompers in his worst days, is reported to be com- 
ing to America to do propaganda for Japan. 

And now, Suzuki and his kind who have kept Japanese labor un- 
organized except for a mere seven per cent, and kept that seven per 
cent split up into a dozen quarrelling “national” organizations, have 
undertaken to lecture world labor on its class duties. ) 

The Shakai Taishuto, whose membership has iepeatedly protested 
the pro-fascist actions of its crooked leaders, Abe, Aso and others, has 
been used by these chauvinist leaders to try to help the fascist-mili- 
tary war machine. A cable sent to many world labor organizations, 
Tncluding the A. F. of L. and the C.L.O., stinks with deceit, as may 
be seen from its text: 

“The present Japane-Chinese incident,” it says, “is a holy war of 
the Japanese nation to prevent China from being made prey to Bol- 
shevism, as well as made colony of world imperialism. It is a holy 
War to preserve lasting peace in the Far East.” 

That is enough to make any American worker stand speechless at 
ths gall of the Shakai Taishuto, a political party that, though it is 
not officially affiliated to the Second (Socialist) International, still 
maintains friendly relations with it, and is regarded as the Socialist 
Party of Japan—the “Social Mass Party“ to give it its precise name. 

“We offer our deep-felt disagreement to your decision to boycott 
Japanese goods,” it goes on, “which no doubt was made as a result 
of your organization falling to the demagogic propaganda of the 
Kuomintang government of China.” 

It further proceeds to accuse world labor of “abandoning working 
class rights"—which is what the ‘Shakai Taishuto has been doing, and 
most decidedly in the support of Japans fascist war machine, for 
year after year. Then it claims, falsely, to “represent the entire toll- 
ing people of Japan.” ' 

The toiling people of Japan will, when they have a chance, re- 
pudiate these traitors, and will follow the savagely persecuted Com- 
munist Party of Japan, which is opposing the bloody bandit invasion 
of China. Twice the Japanese people voted against the fascist mili- 
. tary war makers. And Left Wing labor has taken its stand agdinst 

supporting the war. The Shakai Taishuto lies! 

China does not need any propagandist in America. Every Japanese 
bom! that falls on. China's helpless civilians or heroic defenders 1s 
enough “propaganda” against Japan. But Japan has plenty of sly 

' propagandists in America. Some of them, with a great show of solici- 
tude about America “keeping out” is represented by the Bromo Quinine 
General, Hugh Johnson.

Other rat-hole propagandists for Japan include a Captain “Gypsy 
Pat” Smith, who is wandering around California speaking to Lion 
Clubs and Rotarians. “At Marysville recently he told how “friendly” 
Japan is to America, how China “should be divided” and the old yern 
that “Moscow controls China.” He did so well that he was praised by 
the Japanese paper published at Seattle, which also hailed as a hero 
“the one Japanese fighting for Franco in Spain.” 

The boycott of Japanese goods is an anti-fascist act—-hence an 
action for world peace. It must be vigorously pressed to complete 
effectiveness. Two rules to guide buyers must be memorized: 1—Don't 
buy silk in any form. 2—Don't buy anything marked “Made in Japan.” 
And don't let anyone else you know buy them, either. Inspecting your 
sweetie’s undies is not advised, but you might tell her, between sweet 
nothings—Boycott Japan!
